Constitmional Crisis at Home. 

Tho reader bae eoen that Mr Glad- 
Btono bus, by one ot tbo boldest Btrokoa 
of BtatOBmanBhip on record, ovolvod a 
coDBtUutional crBla in Groat Britain. 
This U BPt tb© fitBt time thai the two 
HoDBes ha"y^,been btonghtinto oolliBion. 
Two nottkble* oooaBionB of the kind must 
BtiirCTeBfilln the reader's recollection. 
"When tho Lords diade wry faoea over 
tho IflflT&JsimslBiU they vrero clearly 
glT«tt'»ia> understand that instead ot 
adapting iliat meftauro to their viowe 
tho Uppot HonBO would be adapted to 
the-measnre. The reBult was that the 
Loi?i?yiiUedTsinok.Tery graoofull^^ it is 
true, but'rBtiU:(they,;;yioldea. Again, 
upon the more, recent ^occosjon of the 
Irish Church D^iflVBtabUihrnent Bill, the 
Lord's ventured W obBirnot the progress 
ofEoformand stifle .tho TOioe of the 
People; and agaia they were led to 
conclude that diBcretion WM the better 
part of valor ; and once more they 
yielded,— but not till the Preas had 
very freely disouBBod the question of tho 
utility of their existence. The impend- 
ing criBis is in Bome respects peculiar. 
The Commona passed by large majori- 
ties a Bill to abolish the Bystcm of pur- 
chasing ooBimiSBionB in tho British 
army, at the Bumo timo providing a 
large Bum of money in order that the 
xaeasnre, might be carried Into effect 
■without 'injury to vostod rights. The 
mea8nig,g,<iapht to remove an evil which 
was gl\&,'<fi<)g ^^^^ vii&ii of the British 
army,^ but which was, at tho same 
time, iDBhrin«a-in the heart of England's 
aristooraoj} ; X-t was not sarprising thai 
the Lofarttfonld have reaisted ah at- 
tempt to Jbar tfie' "EbyW RoiA" by 
■which^tiieir'flona might reach military 
i\MiSii\6aJli6om^aioto to their caste 
intorePts and prejudices than to the 
vox vopuli, they refused to pass tho bill. 
But liUle do thcv appear to have dream- 
ed of the Koyal iftomedy that lay within 
tho reach of tho Commons, Gladstone, 
with a bold band, has applied the 
remedy. The Lords are iudignant at 
meeting with defeat and a "anub" at 
the same lime ; while the Commona are 
BUrptirferf at n^eoting with succesB by 
suoh' nnexpeoted meats. True, the 
remedy if but a partial one. It checks 
tho evil, but does not provide the necos 
Bttry machinery for ororcomiog 
effects already prodaced. DoubtleBs, 
however, the Lords, following tho wise 
anggeatiou of the Ttmea to "think of 
therfountry before themselves," will 
now paBB the Bill, once more yielding 
to tho popular will. Bat it cannot be 
oonoealed that the conBeqaenoes of this 
crisis would not end .with tbo^ipaasBgo 
of the measure which gave rise to it. It 
ia imppsBible to oonoeal tho fact that 
the gulf wfiioh Boparateetho Lorda and 
tho Commons is over widening and 
deepening with tho march of events and 
the progress of reform. The lasS Bo- 
form Bill nonrly doubled the power of 
the People, nud in a like ratio 
■weakened the power of tbo 
Lords. Every snccoBnivo collision 
between the two Houses ia but another 
nailin tho cofiSn of the Upper ODe,a[iother 
argument put into the mouths of tho 
People for its abolition; and it woald 
appear to be by no means impossible 
that'this last blow, dealt by Eoyal hands, 
moy prove to have driven the last nail 
home; While deprecating any revolu- 
tionary change, wo cannot help inclining 
to tho opinion that tho period is not dia. 
tant when tho voice and the interests 
of tho nation will require a radical 
change in the Upper HQoae, if, haply, 
its abolition be - not demanded. 
Indeed, it bus become a aerious quea- 
tien wbothor or not sume radical 
reform in that qaartor will not bo nocoa 
eary in order to avert rovoinlion. It 
is booomibg more nooesaary every day 
that the affairfl of the United Kingdom 
Bhould*B?'5cl&lni8ierod in accordauoo 
with the well understood wishes of the 
people; and evory inauLuLiou which forms 
an obHiruction to Iho free oourso of that 
grand princiijlo of free government must 
give way, uo matter how hoary with 
antiquity it may be. Tho time ha-j 
come, or at leasi, is tloao at baud , when 
the nfTiira of Grout Britain mast bo 
administered in the inioreat of tho 
•whole pepploj) not in that of any privi. 
legaa'fllaMi -' "'J'- > _ 

*"1fti4i liepariiiif Goveriior. 

On ^'nesday riflorniug Hla JHlxcelloncy 
Governor-; iMopgravo Fill take final 
leave o(^ril^fe ( jSplninbio,— the last 
but not the worst' of JOowning-stroet 
Governors. On Monday tho 23d Au- 
guHt 1869— just iwonly-three montha 
ft.'O to-dity— ho anivod in this colony. 
It would, poibaps, bo onfuir to apply 
tho ordinary rule to Governor Muf- 
grave's udmiuistrution. Ho woa sent 
hero under poouliur^lrpomBtanoefl, for 
tho special pui poso of oonductiug this 
ool<wyiipjW» tho Darainiou of Uiuiadu, 
aiid_^n;thOBo most oppjned to him 
iavo been cuuHiraiuoii to acltno wludgo 
tho 'ability with svhicti ho baa pytloruied 
a dolioiUo and diflioult miasiou. It 
must bo ttdmiltJjd thatjUJlOD^severul fiub- 
jooiH ho has not teen th "harmony with 
poplfl«<'BBhlfnfA'dtV Vnd'ih'ota are, floo^flt 
ot hla adnaiulBtraiWe aoiaof wbloh we 



have found it imposBiblo to . approve. 
In fact, apart- from tho oni) great and 
overabaduwing quostion of Confedora- 
tion, liltlo sympathy appeaia to have 
existed between tho people and tlio 
Governraiint. The fault may lie chicUy 
in a fatso and ossuiitiully unpO| ular sys' 
tem ; bntit iaonly with tlio fact that^ 
wo have now to do. But It le maoh to*" 
aay that Governor MuFgravo has man- 
aged tho questiou of Confodorutiun in a 
muBtoriy and Btate8inanlil:o manner, 
and that he has brought it tu a BUOocsBt 
fal issue. There is nothing ao suouosg- 
fal'aB aneceaa. There are those who 
thfnk that with .Hla Blxoolloaoy Con- 
federation baa been a work of doty 
rather than of love; but Briliah Co- 
lumbia will bo little diaposcd to quarrel 
about the motives by which ho was ac« 
tnatod. It reoognizes in tho results a 
pablio good, and it will not fail to give 
dne (treditto tbo chief agent in the 
transaction, and although certaio recent 
events may have tended to moderate 
tho cnthubiasm of some, wo are quite 
sure that wo do but express the general 
aontimeatof tho people when wo ac- 
knowledge the important Bor^ice which 
Governor Musgravo has rendered in 
bringing about Confederation upon 
tormb 80 udvantDgeous to this Proviiici'. 
It 18 to be presumed that tho Queoo 
will take care that so faithful and cill- 
oieut a public servant ahall be fittingly 
rewarded! ai^df we can only exproas tho 
wish thBt.Hia^"£tzce>ienoy luay have a 
safe and pleasant vOyage homo, and 
may receive Knighthood and a better 
appointment. 

The rajiadian Hilitia System. 

A few daya ago we i^fetrld to a high 
oomplimont paid to Qana'da hy the 
Saturday Seview, whorein iho Imperial 
aathoritioH were admoniah^d to take 
lessons Irom Canada on-'mililary organ- 
ization. The Jersey. Observer, referring 
to tbo Militia System of Canada, saye. 
"Ia Canada men are treated as citizens 
abould be'^in^ll ..Her Majesty's domin» 
ions— >Dqi asiaerfa/ae): ^air^ iuili(iamen 
are, under tho laahof an obs jleto feudal 
law (No, the Judge of the Police Court 
has given it now life) which foroos thmii 
to BerV'i in tho nxukA gratuitously, 
whenever called upnn, in dofuult ol 
which thoy are sent to prifioii with 
orlminalB ! Is it not Btraiii^o in tbo 
Channel Islands men should i^ubmit to bo 
degradinga law uS thia in tbo nineteenth 
.century f The 'inbabitanta of theae 
isles are tho only subjeois of our Q>ieen 
who aro enaluved by such a Imw. 
Englishmen, free flngliahjion, would not 
allow any power on oarth to trample 
on their rights and on their iibcr'.y, hs 
the aathorilios of ibeBO it^laudti do on ours. 

Canada, with its millions of souls, has 
an aotivu force of 20,000. We, with 
about 84.000 inhabitants, have a militia 
force composed ol more thr.n 7,000, and 
if the feudal law by whicu wo are 
bound to obiy wore enforced, our 
militia would bo oqual in number to that 
of Canada. Is thia right i Is it just 
that we should bo subjected to com- 
pulsory service — to loco our time at nse- 
less drills wbiob cohi an imiuoeso sum 
every year to the Enj^lisli taxpuyer 
and to our.^elvep, and which biiiigs .lis- 
comfort to our bomts and laiuilio"? 

In Canada thb f(^roo..i8 paid, it is well 
fed, and transported to aiid from tho 
oamp at the Govetiiinetil'B expense, 

Thsir militiamen mo nut prOiCntod 
before a Judge, who ia ploaeeil to pounce 
upon Ihom, to aoud Lhem to prisuu. No, 
ihey do their worii houostly, ohetrfully 
— they do it well~-tbey aro well paid 
for doing it.'*

A gentleman of this etty received a letter from 
a Victorian who remained in Paris "dnring 
both Beiges, and has permitted us ta dake tbe 
following citracta, which will, wi! flii«ili,' 'be 

found interesting ; — 

Pakis, 27lh May, 1871. 
ibu will know that on the 18th March last 
the Uoveromenl mombera wore driven from 
Paris an d;t he Commune established. During the 
reigu of the latter^everytbinif was in a fright- 
ful state. Every day greater demoralizatior! 
and vice, more tyranny, and leas liberty. Paris 
was a per.^ect Uvtng,^knipant hell, lacking tho 
ibe rgalile of the latter, for there v('ere;(ome 
twenij- big devila mustered together calling 
tbomsolvea • La Commune de Paris.' who ly» 
rnunizeJ over all us other smaller ones with 
i\ yongeance. Thero was not security for life 
or properly. The lOrmer was taken and Ihc 
laller destroyed at pleasure. So ibings wont 
on^ all the lime bein^c bombarded hy the re- 
gular army outside the walla, when iaat Snn- 
(laj that same army effected their entrance 
into Paris and the straggle began on Monday 
morning. As aoon as it became known — al- 
though Paris was bristling with barricadea — 
others sprang op like magic. -All the people 
were forced tO'glTa:lb<;lr, asslBtaaoej. and any 
\¥bo refused were shot or bayoneted on the 
apo>. I will confine myself to that division 
of tho army which came into our quarter, for 
tbo slrugRle continued overthc whole of Paris, 
ill every dtrcet and in every boulevard. On 
.Monday morning (Jon Cis30y,witli his division, 
got posesijion on the Place at Iho head of Hue 
do Kevuea. Thoro tho fight lasted all that 
day tho insurgents holding Iboir barricadea 
well, but with great loss During the night 
tbey were driven and the trooiis advanced. On 
Taesdajf , .night tbey succeeded in gitting 
neaxly'to" the Luioinbourg. The fight there 
vir&s bard one, continuini; all night. By IFeda 
nesday morning they had got down 'tO' the 
Place'St Sulpice, and at midnight we knew 
iho lasurgents were getting driven back still 
further, for cannona and milrailleusea came 
rolling up into tho I'laca do I'Odeon, within 
10 yards from where my room ia. Homo of 
ibesB piocea were stationed at a barricado in 
thia atreet where It joins tlio Boulevard St 
Michel, about lOOynrds from hero. A fow 
minutes after we beard tho bullets striking 
against tbe walla ofonr houaes by which we 
knew the army was cloao up. Another quar- 
ter of an hour brought tbem up to the 
Tliealro of the Odeon. All this tlma .I waa 
behind our/)o/-(c, through tho iron bars ol 
v.'hich on the upper part 1 could see tho lino iia 
ihuy advanced. Tlio Inaiirgea'.a wero forouil 
biick again on Iho barricado iu our Hue, and 
lbero,for over thren hours, fought like dovils. 
Many a bullet whizzed round ray ears, but for 
ibiil day I bad a charmed life. Amongst lliose 
killed there was a Oapl Launey, of the ttili 
(^hnsseura. A ball caught bim fairly and 
dropped him within a few feet of tho doot 
wherp ifwa^f^l'stanaiog. At four , o'clock they 
tooltlbe barrleadet but only to encounter 
another. The next one^ kenj tbem until ij^arly 
9 o'clock at nlg^l,! yy'^p jbj»C.!M«*'^;^*'''i 
I lion tliny got into the Boulevard St Michel. 
Kvery house in thia litllo short stroot is ridv 
dlod with hiilleta and shells, and it is the 
nirao 'ill over Paris. [1 merely niention Rue 
R«cino as having myself seen wliat ociMir.. 
red. The same viok-iil Btrui,'(;lo look jilaec, 
and ia ntill going on, for recollect there wore 
on etch side over lOO.OOO mon engaged in the 
Jigljt — two bundled thouaand iu all. On Wed- 
nesday the firea began lo break out and Paris 
at this'BiOmcnt is- nothing but cue Imthen..o 
heap of ruins, and theie fires aro still jpondn- 
uUig everywhere, As ihey were drlTW J^aek 
tbo Iiounda of hell fired the clty, a&a wholo 
streets are now lying iu ashes. i»9i**ti«'' •■ 



As for tbo dead, tbe atreeta and boulevarda 
aro covered with them. You pay no more 
attention to them than if they were dead oatSi 
and . there they.^ areTyiog jn the san^- nlmoet 
rotljug. ^ Bveryj Qarde Katldnal'e that ia taken 
prisoner Is shot— If he is taken with arms in 
his hands bq ia shot on the spot and no qaeS'< 
lions naked. Yesterday in Ihe Qardea of the 
Luxembourg there wore some hundreds eze- i 
cuted. No quarter is given themat all. Courts 
Martial were aitting also in other parts ol tha 
city, attunding to their wanla in a like mans 
nor. It ia said over a thousand were executed 
yoaterdny, anying nothing of those killed In 
fighting. Amongst tho number shot were 
many womoa and children who bad been 
caught throwing bomba of petroleum into 
builtiinga. Amongat those that I saw shot waa 
Milliore, one of tbe members of the Commune. 
Uo was done for in front of the PantbeoO| and 
juat. before they fired he shouted 'TlTe.laBe- 
[jubilque I' Another waa the Obief of Dom< 
arowski'a Staff— a young Polish noblemao, It 
ia actually grand to ace acme of them In their 
utter recklessness. They tear ofT coat and 
shirt and striking their bare breasts and Bhriek< 
ing at their executioners, tell them to fire. 
Tiiey ecem greedy and thirsty for death. 
Five BccQoda or perhaps less saved us hero 
ond the whole quarter of the Odeon from be< 
ng blown inio eternity. The iosnrgenta 
had nnincd under the Odeon and had arraoga 
od to blow it up whun the troops came np. 
Tbo advance gunrd of Grey Chae-eurB came 
up ; one of them caught eight ol a GarJo Nai 
lionalo passing quickly into the theatre, 
rusbud in, sent a bullet alter bim as he was 
descending tbo stairs leading to the vaults, 
and dropped bim. That liood of q Garde 
had in hia hand tbo match to igoito tbe 
powder. Soldlera aont down discovered the 
whole arrungemoot — powdor enough to have 
blown us into eternity, train laid and all pre> 
paredj but tbat Chasseur eaved ua and spoilt 
Ibis little game. Ilall an hour afterwards 
tbo powder magazioe at the head of the 
Jardin da LDxembonrg was blown op: en" 
gulphing a great portion of tho ruo Varin 
and evury person in Ibe hoates. Even as 
far as wo were olT, thia bleaeed boaae was 
in two minds wliatber to como down or not. 
Tha. thock rattled every pane out of ibe 
houaea for half a mi'e around. Tboy firod 
tbe Hospital of tbe Hotel Dieu^ which oont 
taios perhaps somo thoneanda of patients^ 
but the employee got it under. Notre 
Dame Cathudral waa ulao fired, but oniaids^ 
aLd was cot badly damaged. Tbe Maiaon 
de AucMuohcment,. ooataioiag many women 
still confined to their beds, waa fired and all 
burned alive. 

Sunday Moroing— Fighting still continues 
in the eaine quarter as last night and tbe 
osecutioos are going on again this morning 
io tbe Jardin de Luxembourg. Thore havu 
been nnoto firea during tho night. The whole 
ol thu left side ol tho Roo Royalo ia io ruins 
iVumburs ol people have boon burned alive 
in tbe caves. Army ofilcers and scldisrs are 
being ooosiaotly eboilst^bj tbe wivea of tboae 
nho were in ibe Qaida Nittionale. Even 
women magnificently dresied, who were 
ilia wives or mistreasea of olBaers of tbo 
Garda Natioiialo, commit the aarro doeds. 
Thoy, like all tbo rest who fire buildings or 
fire on thu troopa, aro shot dead oo tbe 
gpot. More women have been arrailed lor 
throwing petroleum. Tony Moolio, Bootber 
celebrity, has just been ibot in tbe Luzem 
bouig. 

I bis lovely city that was is oomplstely 
ruined. Never, I believe, has anything 
equalled ii, except perhaps Babylon, Nine 
veb and Rome, Tbe ooly thing ibat aflords 
one any relief is the sight of blood. It ia 
with a greedy, delioloaB pleasure that one 
teSB tbese brutes shot. After having eaeo 
Home of ibom executed my heart actually 
Icels lighter. Their blood is tbe ooly ibing 
at Ihia moment thai is a pleaauie or a rellel, 
and Heaven knows I have seen plenty of it. 

Ruoul Riganit, one ol the most violent of 
Ihe members of the Commune, was shot 
00 the Boalevard St Miohel, not far from 
here. Soldiers were leading bim to tbo 
Luxembourg, bnt be yelled out • Vive la 
Commune I A baa Irs aaeaaains 1' and he 
had hardly Iho words out of bis mouth when 
no waa riddled by a dozen balla. The 
pnesm euflered awfully at the banda^of tbo 
insuigsnle. Any and all that were caoghi 
by iujm were BtasgBored, LtBtiWedaosday 
iweuty-ona Dominioians were massaered io 
o:jq loi by tho 101st battalion of Gjrdo Na- 
liunale. 

Sunday Eveniogj 5-40 P K — 1 have juit 
Net n piiaB tbo corpses of tbe . Archbishop of 
Pari.a and tbo Cure of Uadelioe, A do- 
t.iohmeut of Ihe line aooompiiDiea the ve- 
hicle.
